S*i MCC Again Asks DA 
Probe by Gremillion 

A second request that Lou- 
isiana Attorney General Jack 

n . Gremillion investigate the ac- 

tions of Dist. Atty. Jim Gar- 
rison in connection with his 
probe of the Kennedy assas- 
sination was made today by 
the Metropolitan Crime Com- 
mission of New Orleans Inc. 

Commission president E. C. 
Upton Jr. and managing di- 
rector Aaron M. Kohn, in a 
letter to Gremillion, said the 
commission was not satisfied 
with Gremillion’s written rea- • 
sons for rejecting its first re- : 
quest. i 

Gremillion on June 23 wrote 
the commission that he had i 
“no authority to comply” with * 
the request. He said addition- 1 
ally that he felt the commis- 1 
sion had asked him to “sup- 1 
plant or supersede a district i 
attorney.” 1 

In today’s repeat request, < 
the commission cited state '] 
law which >it contends gives fa 
1 the attorney general the right >1 
and obligation to investigate ’ 1 
' charges agajpst a district at- i 
torney’s office. 

The commission said it was 
basing its request upon, a Na^ 
tional ^ Broadca sting— Ga^ S ¥V 
''program inwhnitl the network 
alleged that Garrison and 
members of his staff had in- 
duced witnesses in the inves- 
tigation to give false testi- 
mony or withhold pertinent 
facts “under promise of re- 
ward or threat of recrimina- 
tion.” 

“At this time,” wrote Up- 
ton and Kohn, “we again ask 
that you take steps, in the 
manner set forth in our letter 
of June 21, in order that se- 
rious charges of crime, pub- 
licly alleged before the entire 
nation, may be resolved in 
an orderly and reliable man- 
ner.” . 

The MCC said Gremillion, 
in his reply to its first re- 
quest, gave the impression 
that a district attorney is im- 
mune from investigation and 



prosecution by the state attor- 
ney general. It further noted 
that Gremillion had said that 
Garrison “has not requested 
assistance” from his office. 

The MCC asked Gremillion 
if Garrison had asked him to 
prosecute the district attorney 
in the case in which Garrison 
was accused o( defaming the 
eight judges of Criminal Dis- 
trict Court. Garrison was con- 
victed, but the conviction later 
was reversed by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 

“Do you expect the people 
of Louisiana to believe you 
will not investigate a district 
attorney accused of crime un- 
less he asked you to do so?” 
the MCC asked. 

MEANWHILE, Garrison 
failed to show up for a speak- 
ing engagement, before the 
I American Association of Mo- 
tor Vehicle Inspectors here 
today. 

Willard E. Robertson, a key 
official of Truth and Con- 
sequences of New Orleans Inc. 
and chairman of the Louisiana 
Motor Vehicle Commission, 
said the DA’s. way into the 
luncheon was barred by 
WDSU-T^ reporters and pho- 
tographers. 

He said Garrison had en- 
tered the hotel with the inten- 
tion of addressing the lunch- 
eon, but his way was blocked 
by TV newsmen. 

WDSU-TV reporters denied 
barring the DA’s way. They 
said he stopped to use a phone 
and went upstairs by elevator 
when a TV crew trained its 
cameras on him. 

Robertson is one of the lead- 
: ers of the private group of 
businessmen who are helping i 
fund the Garrison probe. j
